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WHAT CAN BE DONE 7 

What can be done, then, to accom- 
plish all this — that la, to make con- 
venation as useful as possible 7 

1. Make a definite effort fay starting 
topics that you can see will he Inter- 
esting and useful to the company In 
which you find yourself, and, having 
started the conversation, try to keep 
it going. That Is the difficulty. For 
myself, I have never failed to .Intro- 
duce a subject, but to keep it afloat 
has occasionally been Impossible. The 
excitement arising from the meeting 
with friends seems to generate a kind 
of wordy mood that, unless taken 
hold of with a very strong hand, csr- 
r!es everybody away In any direction 
In which the wind may seem to blow, 
so that before one knows wbere he 
is the topic be has brought on to the 
board has vanished, and three or four 
others are being discussed with great 
energy. 

It is not a bad plan to have a little 
conspiracy among one or two mem- 
bers of the company to keep a given 
tuple to the front. It can easily be 
done at the moment, and what one 
says the otber can second or reply to, 
or raise a difficulty about, until all 
are interested, ind then the ball will 
roll on of Its own momentum. 
,2. Intelligent and Interested listen- ■ 
ing has much to do with good talking.

Tbe man- 
ner of some men seems to stop the 
Acs- of my iio'Jghts and freeze up 
niy power of utterance ; while that 
of others has had JuBt the contrary 
effect, making It not only a. delight to 
listen to their observations, but a plea- 
sure to assurer the™, ~r to start off 
on a line of my own. You will have 
similar experiences in ordinary con- 
versation, I meet so frequently with 
men and women who, sitting by my 
side, make it so evident that they 
care not for anything 1 can say, al- 
though Jt may couCEra cutters as im- 
portant as life and death, Heaven and 
hell, that I Instinctively close up and 
retire within myself lii;e the snail 
Into his shell, concluding, as I am of- 
ten all but forced to do. that either I 
have nothing worth saying, or that 
my manner of saying it Is without 
the power to charm. Others, how- 
ever, will Incline their ears, and an- 
swer me by approving nodB, smiles, 
ejaculations, responses and connnaa- 
lory expresBlonB, which make It dif- 
ficult for me to stop speaking or to 
tear myBelf away from their society. 
You will find It the same. 

3. Encourage others around you to 
talk. orte= those who have that to 
say which Is worth saying wlU be the 
last to join In the general talk, while 
those who have the least matter will 
make the most rattle. Ask for opi- 
nions from the silent ones ; In fact. 
It will be found to be not a bad plan 
to get everyone to give their own 
view on the subject. Don't overldbk 
the women who may he present. How 
coolly and unjustly and thoughtlessly 
—I was going to say how conceitedly 
— the men will Ignore the women 
when taking part In a conversation 
concerning a matter abont which 
they have Just as true, and perhaps 
even a more correct— and very often 
a more practical— judgment than 
themselves ! They may not prohibit . 
them Joining In the general talk — on 
the contrary, they may say that they 
have the same opportunity of express- 
ing their opinion as the men— but the 
arbitrary manner In which they ab- 
sorb the time, and address themT 
selves to each other, makes It plain 
enough - $S& ihey do not anticipate 
the sisters having anything worth 
Baylag upon the matter.

" 1c Fehruary, 1G99. I was almost 
entirely without funds, though much 
was needed for the dally wants of 
the children and other poor. In this 
state of difficulty. I comforted myself 
with tie premise cf the Lord Jesus.

I prayea to the Lord. As I left my

bread.' 1 dwelt upon the woiv*r t 'this 
day.' for we needed immediate aid.

"At one time I was recounting to a 
Christian friend some of our remark- 
able deliverances from want, by 
whleh he was so much affected that 
he even went.

"IS MITHIIG 100 WOIDBBEUL 
FOR JBH0Y1H?" 

These words, ".-blob are a slightly 
varied, hut very striking, translation 
of the passage in Genesis xvlil. 14, 
are the declaration of the mysterious 
Angel of the Covtiiant who Is recog- 
nized by Abraham as the representa- 
tive of Jehovah Himself {verse 22). 
In the previous chapter we have the 
first record of a direct declaration to 
Abraham that the Covenant should be 
established wltb a son born of Safah: 
and with one loving plea for Ishmael, 
the eld man accented tne promise, 
and entered Into covenant relation to 
God by the rite of circumcision. On 
this second occasion the promise of 
a son to Sarah In confirmed by the 
"Certainly I will" of Jehovah ; and as 
the incredulity of her mind breaks 
forth In amused questioning — "Shall 
I surely bear a child ?" — the messen- 
ger adds what was at once a reproof 
and yet a never-to-be-forgotten fact, 
"Is anything too wonderful for the 
Lord ?" 

uficn Repeated. 

This truth of the ahsolute power of 
Jehovah mny be traped all through 
the Blhlo. Moses sang, "Who Is like* 
unto Thcc, O Lord . . . doing 
wonders?" CExod. xv. 11). Joshua 
said, "The Lord will do worfders 
among yon ... for the hand of 
the Lord ... Is mighty." (Josh, 
tii. 5 : tv. 24). When Jonathan brave- 
ly went up to tho garrison of the 
Philistines, this was his assurance. 
"There is no hindrance to the ]>ord. 
to save by many or hy few" (1 Ram. 
xlv. fi). Job had already learned the 
same lesson, "God . . . doeth 
great Ihlngs, past finding out, yea. 
ami wuiidern without number" (chap. 
Ijc. 16) ; "I know that Thou canst do 
everything" (chap, xlii, 2). 

But the very same words which 
were given to Abraham occur !n Jere- 
miah jcxxll. 17-27. Here we And the 
prophet shut up In prison for declar- 
ing the word of God. The Chaldeans 
were besieging Jerusalem, and the 
city was going to he delivered Into 
their hands, yet the Lord had com- 
manded Jeremiah to purchase a fam- 
ily Inheritance and take earc of the 
title- deeds, just as if nothing were go- 
ing to happen. 

What Could It Mean 7 

Notice that the prophet implicitly 
obeyed the word of God against ail 
human Judgment, and then he was 
permitted to talk to God about It af- 
terwards. First, he pleads the omni- 
potence of Jehovah, His loving kind- 
ness, His wisdom, His faltnruiness in 
the past, and he acknowledges His 
justice in sending chastisement on 
the dlBOhedient people. Then he plain- 
tively tells God of his difficulty ; he 
says, in effect. "O Lord, there is 
nothing too wonderful for Thee, but 
the Chaldeans have come to the city, 
Thou knowest they have, and it can- 
not be saved, and yet Thou sayest, 
' Buy the field.' What does It 
mean ?" Immediately came the an- 
swer from Jehovah to HIb troubled 
servant, who had obeyed where he 
eonld not understand. "I am Jehovah 
... Is there anything too hard for 
Me ? Trie the Chaldeans shall set 
fire to the city, and It shall he deliv- 
ered (as ye say) into tbe hands of ths 
King of Babylon, by sword, and fam- 
ine, and pestilence, YET. I will gather 
them out of all countries ... I 
will hrlng them again to this place, 
and I will cause them to dwell snfely 
. . . ." (verse3 2714). 



Do we catch the spirit of the leach, 
ing fc iven to Abraham and to Jers- 
mlnh ? In each case circumstances 
wore apparently dead against the lul- 
fllmcnt of God's promises, and In 
neither case were the dllllctiltlea mads 
light oi ; but the priceless lesson 
which these godly men learned, and 
which, through their experience, has 
been handed down tc all believers, <a 
this,— the Word of God Is above all 
clreumHtanees; the promises of God 
are not limited by any scenting dlfil. 
culties. 

Nothing is Too Hard for Jehovah 1 

Passing on to the New Testament, 
we And the same teaebing. In Mart 
x. 2,1-27, our Irf>rd liaH heen speaking 
uf the iuiirossiuiiity of any disciple 
entering the Kingdom, while trusting 
in earthly things; and by means of 
the familiar figure of » heavily- 
laden camel seeking In vain tn 
pa::s through the narrow doorway 
in the i-ity gates. He has shown 
how men must stoop and lie 
stripped or all hindering possessions 
before they can be saved . In tLeir 

"Who then can be saved r" And 

surprise and pity, answered. " W!Us 
ir-n It cannot be; but not so with 
God. for with God there are no cas- 
nots." 

Lastly, we will turn to Luke 1. 26- 
38. Here, again, a wonderful— the 
most wondi-i fui— promise of God i» 
spoken to a lowly maiden In Nazareth, 
She listens tremblingly, then ask?, 
"How shall this be ?" And when as- 
sured that the power of (kid weald 
accomplish that which is uikh« uli uii- 
man thought, and when the great 
truth Is osiee more clearly and direct- 
ly spoken. "With God nothing shalltre 
impossible," or as in the Revised 
Version. "No woi-d rrom God shall be 
void of power." her faith, in all hu- 
mility, accents the wort. "And Mary 
said. Behold the handmaid of the 
I>ord, be it unto me according to 
Thy word." 

There are hundreds of fiod's child- 
ren to-day piaeed in such circum- 
stances that they do not see how it 
is possible for God's promises to 
be fulfilled to them. To all such we

It compelled the admiration of the 
oinicljr personages who had perfcres 
to pass It once, twice or thrice on 
their way to the various state func- 
tions. 

To begin with, the Commandant 
had decided that It would typify the 
real Salvation Army principle In the 
midst of bo much that was showy, 
and, further, that It should render to 
God the things that were God's. Thus 
Its striking mottoes rontalned such 
texts as thcBe : "God Save Austra- 
lia!" "The World for Christ 1" 
"Prosperity to the Commonwealth :" 
"Righteousness Exalteth a Nation:" 
and, finally, heneath tbe grand Btand 
that had heen specially erected for 
officers and soldiers, who paid fo' 
their Beats. "The Salvation Army 
Greets Tou !" was a motto specially 
Intended for car Royal visitors. 

Patriotism and a Cross. 

Running up ihe centre of the build- 
ing were tri-c ilored shields, hearing 
the flags of all nations, shoving 
thereby our international character. 
Above the wh ole. In the centre, wav- 
ed the Salvation Army flag. Hanked 
on either side by the flags of Britain 
and Australia, and at night a strik- 
ing effect W63 prodnced by three 
strings of ele trie lights dangling 
over the stand. These were helped 
by a huge are lamp, while above the 
whole, nearly at the masthead, 
gleamed a betutlful ctobb In electrie 
lights, a strikhig reminder to one and 
all of Jesns Christ, the thorn-crown- 
ed King of kings. 

We have no spaco to farther des- 
cribe these things. Suffice it to say, 
when the day arrived for the Duke's 
welcome, the Salvation Army stand 
presented a most attractive picture. 

The tedious wait usually involved 
on such oecastons gave one a superb 
view of Boitrke Street. At the top 
could be seen Parliament House, Its 
Bteps crowded with Government 
guests, and Its striking motto, "God 
bless the Commonwealth !" outlined in 
electric, globes. Huge stands were 
packed with people, as were the 
streets, as far as the eye could reach, 
the whole forming a picture of hu- 
manity that could not fall to thrill 
the heart of any who yearn for the 
salvation of the masses. How It made 
one long to see these well-dressed 
crowds prepared to meet and greet the 
Lord JesuB Christ ! 

But we did what we could. At 
regular intervale the hand correctly 
and sweetly played many of our fa-

Commandant led us off with some 
well-known choruses, which floated on 
the air with a sweetuess and chsxm 
that were Irresistible under sueh 
unique circumstances, until at length 
patience was rewarded, and the Royal 
procession appeared.

CHAPTER II.— (Continued.) 

The Germans remained terrlhle to 
the Romans for many years, and there 
were fights ail along the line of the 
Empire, which their trihes often 
broke through: but nothing very re- 
markable happened till the Blxth cen- 
tury, when there was a movement and 
change of place among them. This 
seems to have been' caused by the 
Huns, a savage tribe ot the great 
Slavonic or Tartar stock of nations, 
who came from the Bast and drove 
the German nation, brave as they 
were, before them for a time. 

Then It was that the Goths came 
over the Danube, and, dividing Into 
the Eastern and We'stern Goths, 
sacked Rome, conquered the Province 
of Africa, and founded two kingdoms 
in £"»!n and In Northern Italy. Their 
great king, Theuderlck, who reigned 
at Verona was called by the Germane 
Dietrich of Berne, and is greatly 
pr&iaed and honored In their old 
songs. 

Then Vandals followed the Goths, 
and took Africa from them ; and the 
Lombards, or Longbeards, after the 
death of Theuderlck. took the lands In 
Northern Italy, which had been held 
by the Goths, founded a kingdom, and 
called It Lombrrdy. The durgusdlans 
(or Burg Castle men) gainjed the 
sonth-east part of Gaul all round tha 
banks of the Rhone, and founded a 
kingdom there ; and the Sachsen 
(aaex or axe men) settled themselves 
on the hanks of the Elbe, whence 
went out hands of men who conquered 
Ihe south of Britain. The Franks 
(free men) were, In the meantime, 
coming over the Rhine, first plund- 
ering the north of Onul, then settling 
there. AH the western half or the 
Roman Empire was- overspread by 
these German nations, from the shores 
of the Baltle to the Mediterranean, 
from the Atlantic Ocean to the Car- 
pathian Mountains; and Instead of 
being conquered by the Romans, th*i 
German nations bad conquered them. 



CHAPTER 111. 
THE FRANKS. 

The most famous of the German 
tribes were the Franks, who lived on 
the hanks of the Rhine, and were Id 
two divisions— Uie Saltan, so called 
because they omce came from the 
River Yssel, and itipuarians, so called 
from rlpa, the Utla word for the 
bank of a river. 

Tbo Franks were terrlhle enemies 
to the Romans i i the north-east cor- 
ner of Gaul, and nnder their king. 
Chlodlo, won a great many of the 
fifty fortresses that Drusus had built, 
in especial Trier and Koto, as they 
shortened the whole name of Colonls, 
a colony. Chlodio only joined with 
the Romans to fight against that 
dreadful enemy of them all. Attila 
the Hun, who was beaten In the battle 
of Solssons. After his death, those 
of his people who did not go hack to 
Asia, remained on the banks of the 
Danube, and their country Is still 
called Hungary. 

The kings of these Franks were 
called Meerwings, from one of their 
forefathers. The only great man who 
rose up among them was Choldwlg 
(the French call him Clovls, but he 
shall have his proper name here — 
Choldwlg, famous war), who pushed 
on into QauL made Solssons bis home, 
took Paris from the Gauls, and mar- 
ried Clothilda (famous Valkyr), the 
daughter of the Bnrgundian king, 
who waa a Christian. The other Ger- 
man tribes went to war with Chlod- 
whj, the Allemans especially; and 
it was in the midst of a battle with 
them, fought at Zulplch, that Chled- 
wig vowed that if Clotilda's God would 
give him the victory, he wonwwor- 
sblp Him rather than Freya orfWod- 
en. He did gain the victory, ara was 
baptized by St. Hemlgius at Rheims, 
on Christmas Day, 49S, with inree 
thousand of sis warriors. Mosi [likely 
he thought that, aa Gaul was a Christ- 
ian country, he could only rnln there 
by accepting the Christian's Gad; hut 



he and his sons remained very fierce 
and wild. He conquered the Ripuar- 
lan Franks and made them one with 
his own people, and he also conquered 
tke Goths In the sonth of France. 

But when he died the kingdom was 
broken up among nls boob, and they 
quarreled and fought, so tnat the 
whole story of these early Franks Is 
full of shocking deeds. There were 
generally two kingdoms, called Osler- 
rlk, eastern kingdom, and Ne-oster- 
rik, not eastern, or western kingdom, 
besides Burgundy, more to the south. 
The Oster-rik stretched out from the 
great rivers to the forests of the 
■ Allemans and Saxons, and was some- 
times Joined to the Ne-oster-rik. The 
chief freemen usee to meet and settle 
their affairs In the month of March, 
and this was called a Marchfleld; but 
the king had great power, and used 
It very badly. 

It was never so badly used as by 
the widows of two of the long-haired 
kings, Hliperlk and Slegbert, brothers 
who reigned in the West and East 
kingdoms. Sieghert's wife, Brunhild, 
was the daughter of the king of the 
Goths In Spain ; Tredegond, the wife 
of Hliperlk, was only a slave girl, 
and hated Brunhild so much that she 
had Slegbert murdered. The murders 
Fredegond was found guilty of were 



beyond all measure. Her step-sons 
were killed by her messengers, aud 
alt who olTeuded Iter were poisoned. 
When her husband died she reigned 
In the name of her son, and then of 
her grandson at Solssons, as Bruuhlld 
did at Metz. Brunhild really tried to 
do good to her country, and made 
some fine buildings, hoth churches 
and convents; hut she was fierce and 
proud, end drove away the Irish 
priest. Columbanus, when he tried to 
rehuke her grandson, Theuderlck, for 
his crimes. Theuderlck died In 613, 
leaving four sons; and then Chlotar, 
Fredegond's grandson, attacked the 
Oster-rlk. Brunhild was old, and was 
hated by her people; no one would 
light for her, and she tried in vain 
to escape. One of her grandsons rode 
off on borsehack and was never heard 
of more, and the other three were 
seized with her.' Fredegond was dead, 
■ but she had brought up Chlotar In 
hitter hatred of Brunhild, and Us 
accused her of having caused the 
death of ten kings. He paraded her 
through bis camp on a camel, put her 
great-grandchildren to death before 
her eyes, and then had her tied up 
by the hody to a tree and hy the feet 
to a wild horse, so that she died a 
horrlhle dea<h.

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CHAPTER XX. 
Copper Poisoning from Food. 

There are various compounds of 
copper, which are occasionally found 
In different articles of food, and which 
cause Injurious effects when taken In- 
to the body. The most commonly 
met with of these Is the sulphate of 
copper, or "blue vitriol." 

Compounds of copper are frennent- 
ly used In coloring 'pickles, and for 
preserving the color of vegetables, 
such as green peas, which have heen 
canned and preserved. Prof. Redwood 
fonnd that cans containing from elgbt 
to ten onnces of peas, furnished ono 
or two grains of bluo vitriol. 

Copper Is sometimes mixed with 
the food from cooking utensils made 
of copper or brass. Tbe copper is 
separated from these vessels by acid 
liquora, hy oils and fats, and by salt 
water. Several eases are on record 
In which serious, and even fatal, poi- 
soning has occurred from the use of 
food cooked In eopper and brass ves- 
sels. 

Poisons In Sugars. 

There has been a great deal of 
popular discussion upon the possibil- 
ity of poisoning from sugar. The fact 
Is, that while sugar is largely adul- 
terated, yet but little matter of a 
poisonous sort finds Its way Into tbe 
ordinary varieties of sugar. 

It has heen asserted that sulphuric 
acid may be present In sufficient 
quantities to cause Injury. The fact 
is. that althongh sulphuric acid Is 
used In tbe manufacture of the cheap- 
er sugars, yet It la so effectually re- 
moved that It causes no perceptible 
effects. 

Numerous analyses have been made 
by chemists In different parts of the 
world, as a result of which it seems 
to be well established that there need 
be no fear of using sugar because of 
the presence of sulphuric acid. Prof. 
Chandler, of New York, examined, 
for the Board of Health of that city, 
a large number of specimens of sugar 
obtained from the stores, without fln<£ 
Ins any Injnrlous articles. 

Some time ago it was asserted that 
a serious Illness was caused by a 
specimen of syrup obtained In a town 
In Michigan. Prof. Kedsle, President 
of the State Board of Health of Mich- 
igan, made, an analysis of seventeen 
specimens of syrup, one of which was 
the article in question. He found that 
sulphuric add- was present In three 
of the samples, though not In quantity 
sufficient to cause Injury. 

It has heen asserted that white 
sugars sometimes contained com- 
pound of lead, Bln«e sugar of lead is 



known to be used in decolorizing sug- 
ars. A number of examinations of 
sugar have failed to reveal the pres- 
ence of lead In quantity sufficient to 
arouse suspicion of an injurious Influ- 
ence. 

Many syrups contain compounds of 
Iron, which are Introduced from the 
vessels in which tbe sugar is melted, 
or the cane is crushed. No Injurious 
effects are, however, to be apprehend- 
ed from this source. 

Poisoning from Colored Fabrics. 

A large number of cloths and pa- 
pers used in the arts are colored with 
compounds of arsenic ; and many ar- 
ticles of personal wear are colored 
with aniline dyes, which, in most 
cases, contain arsenic as an impurity. 

Wall papers, window shades and 
carpets are frequently colored green 
with whnt Is popularly known as 
Paris green, a compound of arsenic 
and copper. In course of time, the 
wear on the carpets, wall papers, etc., 
liberates a number of particles of 
arsenic, which float in the air and are 
Inhaled hy the occupants of the room. 
Chemical examinations of tbe dust in 
rooms containing these articles has 
repeatedly shown tho presence of a 
perceptible quantity of arsenic. That 
this quantity may sometimes become 
a dangerous element eau be compre- 
hended when it Is known that a square 
foot of wall paper has heen found, hy 
analysis, to contain thirty-flve grains 
of arsenlous acid (white arsenic). Dr. 
Kedzle, of Mleblgnn, examined the 
paper In five cases in which poisoning 
bad occurred; he found from one to 
five grains of arsenic la every square 
foot of the wall paper. 

Aside from these articles — wall pa- 
per, etc — there are numerous articles 
In every-day use, which are colored 
with arsenic, and are often tbe cause 
of Injurious effects. Children's toys, 
for Instance, are very frequently the 
source . of Injury from tbe arsenic 
which they contain ; wafers, table 
mats. Confectionery papers, artificial 
flowers, etc., have all been known to 
cause poisonous- effects. 

The aniline colors themselves are 
quite ineapable of causing Injury ; 
but since arsenic Is usod In the pre- 
paration of the dyes, these latter often 
contain a sufficient quantity of the 
poison to exert an Injurious effect 
when long applied to tbe skin. The 
most common iways In which the 
aniline colora cause poisoning Is by 
the use of Btocklngs and under-gar- 
ments. 

The first effect Is simply an Irrita- 
tion of the skin manifested hy the 
formation of pimples; If the cause Is 
not recognized and avoided, a serious 
skin disease, and even constitutional 
effects, may follow.
